The time has come for the department 
commanders to repeal their circular, dis- 
oourcging attendance at the Milwaukee 
encampment.

Ile wants a 
state encampment instead, in which he 
can be the prominent tigure that he could 
not be at the national reunion.

The comrades of Wisconsin have invited 
the natioual encampment and the citizens 
of this city and state have gone to unpre­ 
cedented expense and trouble to give the 
Grand Army the grandest reception it has 
ever known.

General Martin has influenced some de­ 
partment commanders to discourage at­ 
tendance. The real principle involved is 
that of common justice to the veterans 
and citizens of Wisconsin.

M il. COOK'S L E C T U R E . 


One ct the moBt powerful lectures de­ 
livered Et the Monona Lake assembly 
this year was that of the Rev. Joseph 
Cook, on Wednesday afternoon, upon the 
religious signs of the times. After giv­ 
ing the C. L . S. G. some toed for reflec­ 
tion in regard to coupling evangelical 
religion with their literary and scientific 
studies, and living lives bern of thor­ 
ough rcpentence, he branched off on to 
the temperance question. Mr. Cook is a 
prohibitionist. He dees not follow any 
party which does not work for prohibi­ 
tion. He loved the republican party for 
what

done for 
emancipa­ 
tion and for 
the 
saving of 
the 
Union, but he did not like its attitude on 
the temperance issue. He illustrated the 
position of the parties with a story of 
Lincoln’s. Once a general went to the 
president and asked him if he had any ad­ 
vice to give. “ No, I think not,” an­ 
swered the president. 
As the general 
was turning to leave, the president 
stopped 
him 
and said, 
“ I 
may 
tell 
you 
something 
about 
your 
army, 
he 
tore 
and 
don’t get it 
in the position of a steer caught on a 
fence, which cannot hook with his horns 
nor kick with his feet.” Mr. Cook said 
the democratic party was entirely over 
en the whisky side of the fence, and that 
the n publicans, so far as the temperance 
question was concerned, was very much 
in the position of the steer. This may not 
make many republicans smile, but there 
is a good deal of point in the illustrat­ 
ion. 
There was ono point in Mr. Cook's 
lecture which created a round of applause 
He said that Wisconsin had gone farther 
than any ether state in the Union in re­ 
gard to maintaining that the bible could 
be read in schools. He spoke cf Judge 
Bennett’s decision in the Edgerton case 
as being one of the most important of 
i's kind in the country, and that he had 
gave his best bow to the judge who rend­ 
ered it. 
He also said that ho took oo~ 
casionto spread the decision in various 
portions of the country, and to ase it in 
hie addres ess. Mr. Cock certainly paid 
Judge Bennett a very high compliment, 
and one that was richly deserved.

gor, who in August last murdered two 
police officers, and H arry Smart, who 
killed 
Meisner Green and wife, 
were 
hanged. 
At 6:05 Loth drops fell. 
Sm art did not 
seem to die hard. 
D ilgerhad to be pulled 
up to give him a second drop, the loop not 
working well and ho dropping to the 
ground struggling hard. 
Ho was placed 
on the scaffold and the black cap read* 
justed. 
The knot had slipped out of the 
noose. 
Dilger talked to tho turnkey after 
being taken up and said to him: “ W hat did 
I toll you?” 
Dilger dropped again with a lunge, and 
this fall was effective. 
Ho strangled to 
death. 
Sm art’s neck was brokou. 
Dilger 
died hard, struggling violently. 
In two 
minutes after tho second drop Dilger was 
quiet and in five minutes was dead. 
At 
6:10 it was all over. 
The crowd kept 
quiet through tho terrible scene. 
Neither 
criminal said anything on the scaffold. 
Tile execution is the first double hanging 
in this city for nearly a decade. 
The last 
ono occurred in 1880, when Anderson and 
Webster, the wifo-murdorors, wore hanged 
together. 
It is probably tho first in­ 
stance on record whtro two men, each 
guilty of a double murder, 
wore hanged 
side by side, 
Charles Dilger lived with a disreputable 
woman, and on tho morning of the murder 
went to his home drunk and at once be­ 
gan boating hor. 
Her screams attracted 
the attention of Officers James Jones and 
Joseph 
Rosenliorg, 
who went to tho 
woman’s assistance. 
Upon the entrance of tho officers Pilger 
left tho woman and turned his attention 
to tho policemen. 
Ile whipped out a large 
knife and made a dash at Rosenberg, driv­ 
ing tho knife blado into his head. 
The 
wounded officer was unconscious for twolvo 
hours, at tho expiration of which time he 
died. 
Aftor stabbing Rosenlierg Dilger 
rushed at Officer Jones, and the two men 
grappled with each other. 
In a few min­ 
utes Dilger managed to froo his hand in 
which ho hold tho knife, and drovo the 
blado to Jones' heart, killing him instant­ 
ly- Aftor tho killing of Jones Dilger made 
his escape, 
but was arrested two hours 
later. 
H arry Sm art's crime was a double m ur­ 
der. 
During December, J 888, the dead 
bodies of Meisner Green and Belle W ard 
wore found in tho river noar Louisville, 
Ky. 
Both had boon murdered al>out the 
same timo and place. 
The bodies had 
been sunk in tho Ohio river with large 
stones tied to the ankles of each. 
The 
stones, however, failed to keep the bodies 
at tho bottom of the river. 
They arose to 
the surface and were found soon after. 
Everything wont to show that H arry 
Sm art was tho perpetrator of the bloody 
deeds. 
Ile was arrested and put on trial. 
In tho murder of Meisner Green ho was 
found guilty and .sentenced to imprison­ 
ment for life. 
In tho Bollo W ard case the 
jury convicted him of m urdering tho wo­ 
man and fixed his punishment at death on 
tho gallows.

TRUSTS ANI) PROTECTION. 
A salt combination was in successful 
operation in England five years ago. Tho 
United states was its chief foreign mar­ 
ket. The development of the salt indus­ 
try here caused such a decline id the ex­ 
portation of salt from England that the 
union there was shattered. 
It was reor­ 
ganized at a later date and is now paying 
large dividends—15 per 
cent in six 
months. It was the success of the Eng­ 
lish salt trust that led to the abortive 
effort to establish one here. 
And why 
did the effort fail? For the reason that 
under a tprotective tariff the industry 
bas been developed to such an extent 
that a combination to increase the price 
of salt to any extent is impossible. 
The 
dealers understand that, hence the effort 
to induoe the public to take the stock. 
These faots furnish incontestable proof 
of the benefits of protection. 
The peo­ 
ple who cry for the repeal of the duty on 
salt either speak through inexcusable 
ignorance or in absolute disregard of the 
interests of this country.—Philadelphia 
Press. 
Tne readers of the Gazette will no 
doubt remember the speech Mr. Blaine 
made last year on trusts. In some re­ 
spects it was an unfortunate speech be­ 
cause, for one reason, be thought that 
neither the president nor congress had 
anything to do with trusts. 
Mr. Blaine 
may have been right In one sense, and 
yet congress oan do much to protect the 
people against the greed and heartless 
ambition of trust managers. “ Legisla­ 
tive bodies have the right aud should 
exercise it, to place certain limitation1* 
upon these trusts and should make them 
subject to investigation and C3rreciany 
tendencies to imposition upon the pub- 
lie.” This is the positi 
of Washington 
Gladden, and it is the right one notwith­ 
standing the position of Mr. Blame. 
But the special ipoint made by Mr. 
Blaine and the one .which is worthy of 
being considered is that the tariff dees 
cot foster trusts. 
He showed in the 
Portland speech that free trode England 
was plastered all over with trusts, while 
there were comparatively few in this 
country. The tariff does not seem lo 
have airthing to do with creating trusts 
They exist because capital will make 
combinations, and there is no law to pre­ 
vent them absoil t *ly. Their greed and 
arrogance may be limited in the manner 
Biggcated by D r. Gladden, bot cot 
wholly distrojei.’ 
The effect of the failure cf tho selt 
trust can be seen from the following' 
statements of facts: Sugar trust shares 
fell from 3125 to near 3100; cotton-sced 
oil trust shares from 359 to 353, distil­ 
lers' trust shares from 335 to 323. 
Wh*t 
oes this mean ? There is no monetary 
stringency to depress values; the shares 
or certificates of these monopcly com­ 
bines are intrinsically just as valuable 
to-day ss they were a month ago, and 
what has made them tumble just when 
the salt combine bad decided that the 
time had come when a monopoly trust

T E X A S CATTLE 
PLAGUE. 


MAY HAVE W O M A N SUFFRAG E. 


P ow er G iven to th e N orth D ak ota L egis­ 
latu re to A dopt Such a P rovision . 
B ism arck, D. T., Aug. I .— Tho conven­ 
tion is now wading laboriously through its 
debating days and ovory member is squar­ 
ing himself with his constituents advocat­ 
ing his hobby or talking against timo. 
The principal action of tho day was tho 
adoption of a motion giving tho Legisla­ 
ture power to extend the suffrage to wo- 1 
men. 
This is in accordance with the re­ 
quest of tho woman suffragists. 
H e le n a , Mont., Aug. I.—Tho conven­ 
tion has adopted tho article on revenue 
and taxation. 
It exempts from taxation 
al! United States, church, and public 
property and libraries; provides for the 
taxation of mines according to tho amount 
paid to tho United States for tho same, but 
subjects tho machinery to special taxes- 
declares that private property shall not be 
sold for tho taxes of public corporations, 
and fixes tho limit of taxation from I \ to 3 
mills, according to tho assessed valuation 
O lym pia. 
W. T., Aug. 
I .—Tho con­ 
vention has adopto l tho preamble to the 
constitution with the amendment intro­ 
ducing tho name of Deity. 
The conven­ 
tion also adopted the sections limiting the 
State indebtedness to $100,000 and that of 
counties, cities, towns, and school districts 
to l l per cent of tho assessed value of 
property. 
Tho latter limit can be in­ 
creased to 5 per cent by a three-fifths vote 
of tho people and a further increase of 5 
per cent is allowed for sewers, lighting, or 
w ater works.

T he D estru ction in th e E ast G reater th an 
F irst R eported. 
N ew Y o rk , Aug. I .—Later reports of 
the floods in New Jersey show that tho 
destruction was widespread.
